In his opening words. Dean Moyse 
dwelt on the great honor it was to blm 
to propose the toa/it to so honored a 
truest. Ho thought <bat Gen. Currio 
as he sat there In the height of his 
military glory, mlsht be thinking of tho 
days of peace, when ho had been u, 
civilian in Western Canada, with nono 
of the anxieties of a great war hanging 
ovr.r bts head. Canada, although a 
war in a manner worthy of a rcd- 
peaccful nation, had gone forth to the 
uloodcd country. Dy her wonderful 
rcuponso to the call of duty, she had 
upheld the bWief that the brave nations 
of the world are those of the North. 
The rigorous climatic conditions of 
northern countries bred a spirit of 
hardihood and courage in her sons, and 
even .the Germans recognized the 
strength and virility of Canadians, for 
they deemed them their most stubborn 
enemies. 

Dean Moyse then commented on the

Extracts from Annual Report Letter of 
Murray G. Brooks, général secre- 
tory, Young Men's Christian Associ- 
ation, -Colombo, Ceylon— The Mo-

A Physical Drill Competition was 
held on July eighteenth In which 1.600 
school boys took part. The Instructor 
had been tarlned by the Young Men's 
Christian Aszoclallon Physical Director, 
Mr. Cainmack, and all the teachers had 
been members of his clesses. The com- 
petition was the second of its kind held 
in Ceylon, and was a direct product of 
the new Ideals for the care of the body 
which are being infused Into the boys 
and young men through our Associa- 
tion. In two years, more than 46S 
teachers have been trained, and 300 of 
those have received certificates. Many 
of these men are Buddhists, and through 
their personal contact with Mr. Cam-i 
mack have racolved a new and higher 
idea of the things for which Christian- 
Ity stands. Mr. Canvmocls also Intro- 
duced the Public. Playground to Ceylon, 
and during the post year two new ones 
have been added to the first that was 
begun as an experiment in 1917. In

AN EXPLANATION 

There unforunately appeared in yesterday's "Daily" an editorial 
dealing with the re-organization of tho C.O.T.C. and with the inaugu- 
ral dinner which was held last night.

There may be some who deplore the revival of this institution as 
indicating a tendency towards militarism Such an objection is of 
course, unsound. The object of these courses is by no means to in- 
culcate military doctrines, but simply to give such special instruction 
asNnay best equip men for a future emergency. Many returned stu- 
dents who served in the ranks during the war, have often been heard 
to say, half in jest, "In the next war, I'll wear a Sam Browne and a 
brass hat," and for such ambitious mortals the courses are of special 
appeal. 

The lecturers are all men who havé made reputations for them- 
selves overseas, and who arc well-qualified to instruct others. They 
include numerous officers who returned to Canada in command of 
.units and all have a long period of overseas service to their credit. If 
therefore, these men arc willing to give their time and energy, without 
thought of personal gain or kudos, surely we owe it to ourselves, no 
less than to them, to avail ourselves of the opportunities thus pre- 
sented. 

j We may not all bc able to become Curries in that mythical "next 
war" but wc can at least qualify ourselves to fill positions of honor and 
responsibility such as have been obtained by those veterans who will 
lecture to us." 

The following day wc published an editorial note, in which we 
asked those who had previously spoken in favor of the revival of the 
C.O.T.C. to support it, and to solicit the help of their fellow students. 
We reprint that note to-day. 

"Wc noted at the semi-annual meeting of the Students' Society, 
which was held in tho Union a few months ago, that many present 
seemed decidedly in favor of the re-organization of tho C.O.T.C. Now 
that the opportunity of acting in accord with their assertions is pre- 
sented few seem willing to back up their words with actions. 

For several days past notices have appeared in the various build- 
ings calling the attention of the students to the inaugural dinner of 
the Canadian Officers' Training Corps, at which Sir Arthur Currie is to

hardships of troneh warfare with such 
who had seen them endure tho terrible 
cheerful scolclsm, it was no mattor of 
surprise that thoy should surmount all 
obstacles and batter their way through 
to victory at Vlmy Ridge. 

General Currie Jlkod to hcllcvc that 
tho lessons learnod in the war had 
taught ua sympathy on confidence In 
each other. Ho said that the probloma 
of the present day should bo ap- 
proached with good-will, patlenco and 
courage, and etated that class Jcalouay 
must be done away with. Men of edu- 
cation, he said, would play a great part 
In solving tnodorn perplexing questions, 
and ho foil sure that McOill would do 
her shui'c. Ho mentioned a conversa- 
tion ho rad had with tho lato Principal 
of McGill, Sir William Peterson. Sir 
William said, ln the course of their 
talk, that the mission of McGill was to 
turn out gwod men and to pass on tho 
torch of knowledge to succeeding gen- 
erations. General Currie mentioned 
many McGill men who had especially 
distinguished themselves in tho war, 
and appealed to McGill to live up to her 
high traditions. 

In the Militia Department, he said 
that we must profit by the lessons of 
tho war. Wo must never allow our 
solves to he unprepared, as this caused 
loss of life and waste, of time in the 
great war. The object was to create 
a maximum amount of war activity 
with a minimum amount of economic 
disturbance. Canada must recognize 
that her greatest responsibility Is her. 
ability to defend herself. To keep all\|

efficiency. A good army also demanded 
that the men forming it be physically 
strong and patriotic. In his schemes 
of perfecting the Militia Department, 
General Currie asked for tho support 
of McGill, then dwelt on the splendid 
work chat the Ç.O.T.C. rad done during 
the war. He said that the University 
was tho best place to secure military 
training, then afterwards one could join 
the militia and carry on with their mili- 
tary duties. 

Ho said that no man was fully de- 
veloped unless ho 'was willing to de- 
fend his country, and said tha tho 
courses of lectures now open to ntu 
dents would prove useful and would 
contain up-to-date Information. He 
appreciated the past efforts of the Mc- 
Gill C.O.T.C., and hoped to bo of some 
assistance in getting greater facilities 
for the C.O.T.C. 

He then explained to those present 
why the battle of Passchendaelc had 
been fought. The French had received

In the editorial column of to-day's 
paper, the "Dally" has explained how 
this happened to be printed and hai 
republished two editorials which havo 
appeared supporting t heschemo of 
re-organlzatlon. We wish to em- 
phasize here that the editorial in ques- 
tion was published without either our 
consent or knowledge, and that It is 
directly opposed to our opinion as ex- 
pressed In previous editorials. The 
night on which the editorial was writ- 
ten we left the "Dally" office as the 
paper was about to go to press, hav- 
ing been assured that the main edito- 
rial for the night was to be entitled 
"Philosophy," an dwas to conform in 
all details to the editorial policy of tho 
paper. We knew nothing of tbr. arti- 
cle entitled "The Necessity of the 
Military Spirit at McGill" until we 
read the paper next morning. 

The member of the staff who wroto 
this editorial evidently was aware 
that It would not receive tho sanction 
uf the Managing Board, and, so, wil- 
fully deceived us and Included in the 
editorial column an article which ox- 
pressed his own personal opinion and 
sot that of the Managing Board, wbo 
dictates the editorial policy of the 
paper. 

Unfortunately this article appeared 
at the worst possible time when no 
refutation could oo published before 
the inaugural dinner took place. Still 
more unfortunately It attacked the 
honor of some prominent graduates 
of tbe University^ whose greatest In- 
terests seem to bo aiding the undor- 
graduates and 'heir causes, accusing 
them of employing underbaud m«tnM 
to enforce compulsory military train- 
ing for students of the first two years, 
and regard the C.O.T.C. as one of the 
best of* alternates to gym work. 

If there are sufficient students at 
tho University who wish to carry on 
military training there should, by all 
means, be some organization such as

Evidently the languago of my 
letter in your Issue of 28th inst. was 
stronger than it should have been, to 
judge from the reply with which I 
was honored in tbo following isstio of 
your paper. 

It was not my intention to preci-
